shot which missed Bertrand. He 
then ran from the store with Bert- 
rand’s son, Francois, in pursuit. 

Francois saw Capt. ,Gerard 
Broduer, of the city police traffic 
department, en a motorcycle, and 
told him the bandit had attempted 
to rob his father. Brodeur called 
to him to stop. 

Instead, the bandit again pulled 
his revolver, and told Brodeur “if 
you want to play, we'll play.” 

“I saw him facing me with his 
gun,” Brodeui said. “I pulled mine 
and fired a shot.” 

RAN INTO LANE 

The gunman shot back and then 
ran into a lane, 

Brodeur fired a second shot and 
the gunman dodged and climbed 
the stairs of a building to the 
third floor, and with his gun still 
in his hand, broke into the home 
of Mrs. Edouard Paquin, 

“I was frightened,” Mrs, Paquin 
said. “More for my 16months-oid 
baby than for myself. I told him 
to please leave us alone and slam- 
med the door im his face.” 

Shutout in the shed again, the 
gunman tried to make his get- 
away, and Brodeur fired another 
shot. Three radio patrol cars under 
Sgt. Stanley Wiseman and four 
detective office cars, packed with 
heavily-armed plain clothesmen, 
headed by Det.-Capt. Jos.

Danger of War Recedes 


The interview granted by Prime 
Minister Stalin of Russia to the envoys

Stalin consented to this discussion 
because if he had declined it the Soviet 
Union would have suffered a loss of pres- 
tige in the eyes of the world.

The meeting means, then, that Rus- 
sia still needs the good opinion of the 
world.

The application of the Railway 
Association of Canada for a 20 
per cent increase in freight rates 
has been expected ever since 
the wage settlement was put 
through two weeks ago, adding 
$76,500,000 a year to the railways’ 
cost of operation. The earlier 21 
per cent increase, granted last 
spring, had been wholly absorbed 
by higher costs, even before the 
wage settlement, and a slightly 
lower level of business this 
year hus narrowed even less 
the margin of safety. 

There is no little importance 
in the fact that the causes behind 
the sought-for Increase in rates 
remain valid and inescapable de- 
Spite the opposition of the West- 
ern and .Maritime Provinces, 
Nothing in their representations, 
apart from the continuing neces- 
sity for efficient and economical 
operation, offsets the necessity 
for more revenue, or provides a 
permanent and practicable solu- 
tion for cheap transportation in 
those areas, Already about every 
palliative and subterfuge imagin- 
able have been introduced 
to provide the necessary trans- 
portation to keep the economy 
functioning, through subsidies, 
subventions, special rates, and, 
of course, the payment of CNR 
deficits out of the public purse. 
Even with these, the problem 
has grown worse, and the meth- 
od is patently unrealistic. 

The weight of the increased 
rates falls most heavily on the 
Western, Provinces, and the Mari- 


times, on account of the fact 
that with their comparatively 
scanty population per square 


mile they cannot sustain a road 
system equal to that of the 
Central Provinces Moreover, 
nature has rrovided an alterna- 
tive form of transportation in 
the Great Lakes and the St. 
Lawrence, which has the effect 
of lowering the average cost per 
ton of goods earried, Under the 
circumstances, it is obvious that 
the West needs more popula- 
tion, a greater diversity of in- 
dustry, and a far more energetic 
development of the available 
resources.

Out of the sum total of national 
production, a proportion must 
be provided to operate the trans- 
portation system. The burden 
of this proportion tends to be 
relatively lighter as the total of 
national production increases, 
since the costs of running the 
transportation system do not in- 
crease at the same rate as the 
increase of the tonnage carried, 
The solution of Canada’s rail- 
way problem, then, is increase 
the population, hasten the rate 
of economical turnover, diver- 
sify the industrial structure, and 
spread it out.

LETHBRIDGE, 
Construction of the main earth fill 
at the St. Mary River dam, 30 air 
miles south of Lethbridge, 
started, W. L. Walley Foss, super- 
vising construction engineer for 
the St. Mary - Milk Rivers irriga- 
tion project, has announced. 

‘The earth fill will cost more than 
$2,000,000 and require 3,000,000 
cubic yards of clay and 1,000,000 
cubic yards of gravel and rock to 
complete. 

The dam, which will be a quar- 
teranile thick at the base, will rise 
186 feet above the river bed and 
will be a half-mile long at its 
crest, is expected to take two years 
to complete.
